ing lived in the cottages of the yoe- 
;}manry., Oak has had tho respect of 
|the world for ao many centuries that 
it has become a symbo) of strength 
and aturdinees, The Druids actually 
worshipped it: and it is stil a bit 
of a fetish with many architects and 
builders. For our modern floora there 
are ineinly two kinds of oak in use, 
white and red, with a difference only 
in the tone. The best onk flooring 
ia made in two asitandard thicknesses 
end several widths. For new floors 
in new buildings it 1s 13/16" thick. 
For laying over old floors %” thick, 
An old floor is strong enough already; 
what is needed is surface, not strength. 
It would be a needless expense to 
make it full thickness; either kind 
will last so long that, practically, you 
may say it will never wear out. The 
widths made in %” oak are 1%" and 
2”, In the 13|16" flooring, the widths | 
ere 1%", 2” and 2\". The use of 
these various widths is a matter of 
personal preference. 

Bach piece of flooring !s tongued or 
grooved on (both sides and both ends. 
This is, of course, to hold the floor- 
ing close and level and, «imple though 
it looks, the exact form of tongue and 
groeve that will go together easiest 
and hold longest has been a matter 
for much experiment and study. 

With real ingenuity the all-cak 
flooring is made just the least bit 
narrower at the back than at the | 
tace. The result of this is that when 
tightly nulled together the backs can- 
not hold the faces apart, so no joints 
or “cracks” can show in a well-laid 
oak floor. 

The finest white oak for the inlaid 
floors comes to us from Indiana, High-

“Dry flooring latd In a damp bulld- | 
ing will aewell and cause “cupping | 
or ‘buckling.’ The only remedy for 
a cupped floor is to scrape it to a 
true surface. It fs almost imposible | 
to drive a buckled floor back tnto 
place, the natia tending to support it 
in the position into which {t was 
forced. The alternative is to make 
up the flooring in relaying. Wait un- 
til the buikling is dry and have a per- 
fect floor, 

“Tho proper time to 
beech or Mirch flooring 
building, tnaluding the plaster, ts 
thoroughly dry and right after the 
interior trim haa been installed and 
finished, If work must be started be- 
fore that time the floor should be 
primed as soon as possible after it is 
put down, When the primer ts hard, 
cover the floor with eized bullding 
paper. The primer will keep out the | 
dirt and also tend to prevent the 
absorption of moisture. Dipping the 
flooring etrips in raw linseed = ofl, 
heated as nearly as possible to the 
botling point, will safeguard them 
effectively from molsture. Flooring 
fo treated may subsequently be waxed 
or varnished. Dippe@ flooring has 
been used with excellent results tn 
reMlooring buildings in use. Three or 
four days should be allowed to insure 
thorough absorption of the ofl.

exposure at the same time, you may 
not be able to overcome that prejudice 
which you have against “not fronting 
the street.’ And besides, there may at 
some time be another house fhuillt di- 
rectly back of yours which you would 
not wish to look into, 

So, beginning to see the advantage 
of having brought your architect with 
you, the suggestion is made that you 
go to the lot on the other side of the 
highway. 

As you leave this property, you sud- 
denly make up your mind that you 
are giad you didn’t take it anyway, as 
you think of the risky climb up that 
pathway amd up those thigh steps in 
You notice, as you 
cross over, whether thére is a paved 
sidewalk on eaeh side and, as you are 
going to front on the street, you see 
the great advantage of having your 
principal rooms on «ll stories bathed 
in sunlight and of receiving the bene- 
fit of the prevailing summer winds. 
You can picture to yourself that base- 
ment jaundry twith its almost full- 
height windows, and a regular door 
out onto the ground instead of one of 
those undesirable but necessary cellar- 
ways, with wooden flep covers, when 
the cellar is deep in the ground. 

You don’t have to wait forthe archi- 
tect tc-point out to you what a con- 
venient place it makes of the whole 
cellar. You can imagine the young- 
stera all winter pulling their sleds in 
that door instead of etacking them on 
the front porch. And as for the bi- 
cycles, what a joy to have them safely 
tucked away in the cellar overnight in- 
stead of wheeled over the hall rug 
from the porch!

Should Be Removed Before 
New Roof Laid 


| Reroofing over the old roof, re@aré- 
\ less of what the old or new roofs may 
be, is basically wrong, notwithstanding 
guprestions to the contrary. The “rae 
lest way’ perhops reduces the first 
cost of laying a new roof, but is not 
the best and cheapest over a period of 
yoars. 

‘Take an old shingle roof for exam- 
ple, where some of the ehingten have 
worked loose and the roof has hecome 
leaky because of Improper natia, too 
few nails, or low grade shingles not 
suitaMe for roofing. Often. particular. 
ly In cases of roofing old bulldings 
hot Intended for permanent use, care- 
ful renafing of the old ahingles and 
the replacement of a few ahingies, will 


result In making the roof theht, and 
renew ita life for several years. Often 
the “easiest way’ ia followed, and 
some form of paper roofing rolled out 
right over the shingles, and natled to 
them. Thle does not make a good tight 
root for several reasons, and can be 
onsidered no more than a make 


ehift at beat 
Rofl roofing requires a amooth, aolld 
fiet surface as a base upon which to 


he laid Therefore, to lay it over a 
ahlughe roof is not practical, and be- 
side this roll reofing cannot be natied 
properly and securely to shingles with 


out great danger of pinoeturing the 
paper full of holes, and cannot be 
stepped upon after being laid without 
great danger of puncturing more 
[holes with the {mpresion of each step.
